enade, or grand right and left, ot 
swing your partner, or something 
we knew how to do. After a thor¬ 
ough study we discovered what 
was happening; “Yep” it was "Ku- 
busbimitating the caller's voice 
and changing the call to suit him¬ 
self, or sometimes translating the 
call to a sort of Irish “Gaelic gib¬ 
berish” that no one understands. 
So whenever you are having any 
trouble in your square, and none 
of the “Ladies" or "Gents" are at 
fault, you know immediately who 
is to blame, it's "Kubush” at 
work, fouling up your square, it 
now becomes necessary for each 
of you to reach up and remove 
this imaginary little critter, off of 
your shoulder, aw T ay from your 
ear, and throw him on the floor in

LET’S WAKE UP! 

The policy of Balance & Swing for the part tour and a half years 
has been to stay out of controversial matters, and instead print both 
sides of controversial subjects. 

But we are being forced at this time to let off a Httle steam. 

The subject is on "Clubs” and why so many of the new dancers 
refuse to join up, and/or stay away in droves from the dances. 

The fault lies with the members of the clubs! 

Too many beginner dancers have come to us with their tale of woe, 
and they consist of about the same thing: "The unfriendliness” of mem¬ 
bers in clubs they have visited, and the members* reluctance to dance 
with them. 

Square dancing is and always has been one of the top recreations 
to be found anywhere and it is known all over the world for the friend¬ 
liness and fellowship that if brings. But it seems like dancers in our 
area are getting away from the spirit of the thing. 

Let's take a look at ourselves and see what is wrong; 

Beginner couples decide to attend a club dance. As they arrive at 
the door they are welcomed with big smiles and friendliness ~ until 
they have plunked down the admission price. After that they are really 
on their own! The dance is starting, some are calling for a coupleor 
two to fill their squares. So the newcomers hustle over and fill in. The 
caller, whom they may be unfamiliar with, starts off and eveprone is 
smiling and enjoying themselves. Then, all of a sudden the new¬ 
comers "goof"! Heavens to Betsy! You can hear some of the good 
dancers mutter under their breath, and those side-glances, boy, you 
sure got on that unwelcome list in a hurry. Perhaps you "goof some 
more. Then, after the set is over, the new couple goes over and sit by 
themselves, and they are lucky if they ever get into another set. And 
the so-called "good** dancers tell their friends (also "good dancers), 
what a terrible thing it was to dance with those "beginners.** 

In lots of cases these newcomers leave before the evening is over, 
telling themselves, "never again. 1 * And you can*t blame them. 

And quite a few dancers have been lost to the square dance move¬ 
ment for treatment such as this. 

Another reason is the "cliques” that you find in almost any club. 
They rate themselves as "The Best ” have their own (in most cases) set 
squares, and refuse to hobnob with anyone that in their opinion is not 
up to their standards. Boy, what "standards!” 

These dancers, who classify themselves as the "best" make misr 
takes, too* But what a difference it is then. They laugh it off and alibi 
with that they didn't "hear" the call. Our explanation: They didnt 
dance what the Caller called! 

Something these "good” dancers seem to forget is that they were 
beginners once; of course,, they don't like to be reminded of that. 

Until something is being done in clubs to make these new dancers 
feel at home, clubs will have a hard time meeting expenses, and get¬ 
ting new "blood,” something which almost all clubs need. 

We are happy to say that there are a few exceptions to the above, 
but oh so few! 

Here's some good and proven suggestions that it would be wise to 
follow* And we guarantee results: 

Elect a welcoming committee m your club, to serve, lets say, tnree 
months* Their duties: To welcome strangers and new dancers; take them 
in tow; introduce them to officers of the club and the Caller. See that 
they are placed in squares, and see that they get to dance as much as 
they desire. Show them you appreciate their fellowship; have them in¬ 
troduced at the intermission to other dancers; invite them to be first in 
line at refreshment time; AND, at the end of the dance, thank them for 
visiting you and welcome them back* After that you can be sure that 
they will be back, and perhaps will be more than glad to join your club, 
and accept responsibilities attached thereto. 

And, try to do away with those “cliques* 1 ; they really harm your 

dUb And if the shoe pinches you — you arc the one that wearing it!
